Body of Younger Negro Who WasJR 
Drowned Last Sunday Recoveredi$E 


G. Thompson's Body Is Found by Mrs.-Welty Jacobs at a 


Point Near the Covered Bridge Across the Canal 
Quarter Mile South of Randies' Home. 


Badly Decomposed From Long Presence in Water— 


^ 
Identity Is Only Possible by Color of Clothes Wliicl 
Covered Body. 


The body of Gene Thompson, the younger of the two colored boys 


who were drowned Sunday morning in the Muskingum river at a point a 
few hundred yards north of the Randies bridge when they attempted to 
swim to shore from their boat, was found Friday afternoon at 12:30 by 
Mrs. Welty Jacobs lying across a log on the bank of the river a 
few 


yards north of the little covered bridge which crosses the canal on the 
Mart Hack farm three miles south of Coshocton. Mrs. Jacobs and her hus- 
band live on the Hack farm between the canal and river. 


The flesh on the body was badly not y.-t known \\li.it will 
be clout 


decomposed from being in the water wil1' tlic remains. 
for so long a time, and the body was 
recognized as being that of Thomp- 
son only by the light 
suit that 
he 


wore at the time of the accident. 


Wolfe's ambulance was called from 


this city as soon as the body was 
found, 
and 
Perry 
Wolfe. Garlic-Id 


Stubbs and Chas. Iloagland hurried 
to the scene. Assisted by L. J. Halcn. 
who also lives on the Hack 
farm, 


these men waded into about a foot of 
water 
surrounding 
the 
body and 


placing it on a stretcher brought it 
immediately to this city and placed 
it in the barn in the lear of Wolfe's 
morgue on Fourth street. 


Three or four times a day since 


the drowning of the two boys oc- 
curred. Mrs. Jacobs has walked over 
to the river bank in an effort to lo- 
cate the bodies either in the stream 
or along 
the banks 
of the 
river. 


Kvery morning, every noon and every 
night Ilrs. Jacobs has made her trips 
to the river bank, and it was while 
out today that she discovered the 
body lying across a fallen tree in a 
few feet of water that had been left 
when tho high water went down. She 
immediately 
hurried 
back to 
the 


house and called to L. J. Balch, who 
lives just across the bridge from the 
Jacobs' home, and told him that she 
had found one of the bodies that had 
been 
drowned 
last 
Sunday. 
Mr. 


Halch immediately got into communi- 
cation 
with Wolfe's livery in 
this 


city, and within eighteen minutes af- 
ter the call was sent in the ambu- 
lance was on the sroon of the find- 
ing of the body. Four men waded in- 
to the shallow water and carried it 


The body is in such a decomposed 


state that it. cannot be kept 
iinn-l 


longer. 
In order to ship it to Cadi/, 


a steel box would have to bo secured 
to ship it in, and it is not thought 
that it tan be kept long enough for 
this to be done.

all lands beyond 


tho sea, will bo of very slight advan 
tage to our countrymen as compared 
with an improved system of highways 
so as to reduce the cost of tnuisporta 
tion for short hauls and make the 
samo market as, accessible to our 
farmers as thoao distant places now 
arc by tho long haul over land and 
water.
